"-lam not ajhamed of the Gofpel of Cbrift,— 

TH E great Author of this Epiftle has in- 
formed us himfelf in how terrible a Scene 
of Suffering and Diftrefs his Patience and 
^ Refoiution had been already tried and proved in the 
i Courfe of his Gofpel-Miniftry : He gives us a fhort 
View of the Pains he ha,d fijfFer'd, and the Dan- 
gers he had gone through iij his /^cond Epiftle to 
the Corinthians ^ : Nothing terrified however, or dif- 
couraged, he goes on as a faithful Minifter of Chrifl:, 
to the utmoft of his Power, as much as was in him, ^ 
to make known the Salvation of Qod. And being 
well aware what vfirious Oppofition would be raifcd 
to the pure uncorrupted Truths of Chriftianity^ as 
they are faithfully laid down in this Epiftle to 
the Church, that had been planted in the Impe- 
rial City ; he enters upon it with alTerting the 
Dignity and Excellence of that Faith, in which he 
was now endeavouring to improve, and ftrengthen, 
and cotifii:m tbofe who profefs'd to have received 
it* Senfible of the grofs Miftakes arifing from 
Jewijh Prejudice, ^yith which the true Faith was 
obfcur'd and darkened on the one hand, and of the

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wilful Perverfions, with which Men of corrapt 
Minds difhonour'd and difgrac'd it on the other z 
In Oppofition particularly to thcfe, and to every 
other kind of Objedlors, he fets himfelf in this 
Epiftle to defend and to propagate the pure and 
found Do6trines of Chriftianity ; declaring with his 
ufual Zeal and Stedfaftnefs to thofe he was now 
writing to, and through them to the whole World, 
that he. was not ajhairid of the Gojpel of Cbriji. 

As the beft Things are moft liable to be abus'd, 
there have never been wanting in any Age of the 
Church, even from the earlieft, down to the pre- 
fent Time, Men, who have oppos'd themfelves to 
the Truth which is in Chrift Jefus. Either thro* 
fincere Miftake, or from a Love of Power, or the 
Dominion of private Paflions, different Men have 
been attempting in their different Ways to build 
upon this Foundation, Gold^ Silver ^ precious Stones^ 
Wood, Hay, Stubble ^ —But the Gofpel like the 
Sun always fhines the fame whatever Clouds may 
happen to pafs over it : It is a Building, that will 
Hand for ever fix'd and unmov'd, whatever Rains 
may defcend upon it, whatever Storms may blow 
againfl it ; for it is founded upon a Rock, and its 
Builder and Maker is God A 

Well then might our Apoflle glory in it : And 
we fhall very clearly fee, ^with what good Reafon, 
if we coniider that the Gofpel is, 

Firft,

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Firft, The Revelation of the Goodnefs of God 
in the Redemption and Salvation of Mankind. 

Secondly, That it is an infallible and fufficient 
Rule of Faith. And 

Thirdly, A compleat and perfeft Rule of Pra- 
ctice. 

And from thefe. Confiderations we (hall be able 

in the laft Place to make fome Obfervaticms fuita- 
ble to the prefent Occafion. 

Firft then. The Gofpel is the Revelation of the 
Goodnefs of God, in the Redemption and Salva- 
tion of Mankind. 

However juftly Men may argue now upon Prin- 
ciples of Reafbn, concerning the Nature and At- 
tributes of God J and whatever Lengths they may 
go in difcovering the Ways and Methods of his 
Providence from the Things which are certainly 
made kilown of him ; 'tis much too hafty to im- 
pute thefe Difcoveries to mere Reafon, tho' they 
may have a folid Foundation in Reafon. For the 
Cafe would be the fame with regard to an Infinity 
of Truths relating to the Divine Nature, if it 
fhould plcafe God to reveal them to us, which at 
prefent however are abfolutely hid from the ftiarp- 
eft Eye of human Underftanding. The Divine 
Nature is Reafon and Truth itfelf, and therefore 
the Aflent and Approbation of human Reafon 
would certainly follow any new Communications 

of 
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of Knowledge concerning it j and be en^tbled by 

fuch Afliftance to proceed ftill further, and deduce 

from it many now unknown Truths, which are 

too wonderful and excellent for us to attain to oJf 
i3urfclves. ^— And thus it is, that fince it ha? pleas'd 

God to reveal himfelf by his Son ^ and the World 
has been made ac^iainted widi the Nature of that 
Godwhombefixetheyigncrandy wor(hipped,£ Men 
have been able by the Help of that Reaibn whichGod 
hath given them, to argue from thefe Principles, and 
Jay together very r>egukr apd comprebenfive Views 
of the Rjektion between God and his Creatures, 
and of the Duties refulting from thence which w« 
«M bound <io pay hinj. And when this is done, 
the grateful Return fome Men are immediately apt 
to make, is to delpife the Gofpel : forgetful of the 
Spring from whence their Knowledge flows ^ and 
ijaat the Mreft Strudlures of human Reafon could 
never have been rais'd, but upon the Foundations 
the Goipel. 

Compare the Syftcnis of Natural Religion which 
later Times have given us with the beft Produftiojis 
in that Way before the Gofpel Age, and the mighty 
Difference will abundantly confirm the Truth of 
this Obfervation. In Thefe you meet with a ge- 
neral Ignorance even of the true God, and many 
Errors naturally flowing from it: In Tho/e the 
Nature and Attributes of God are clearly laid 

down 

* P(k). cxzxix. 5. « Afts xvii. 28. 
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down and proved : And with this eflferttial DifFc* 
fence between them, 'tis no Wonder that in the 
One we find Virtue impeffedly recommended, 
and with infufficient Arguments 5 while in the 
Other we are furniih'd with compleat Syllcms of 
Moral Duty, reguktly digefted, and efbblifh'd 
upon Principles, which give a Strength and Power 
to the One wholly unknown to the Other. Now 
lluman Reafon was always the fame ; and whence 
then this Difference in its Fruits, but from that 
general Knowledge of God, which is fpread abroad 
in the World by the Light of the Gofpel ; which 
has opened the Eyes of Human Under/landing, 
and enabled Men, not to difcovcr, properly, but to 
draw out and eftaHifti upon Principles of Realbn, 
many correfpondent Truths, from that Light, 
which the Goodftefs of God has been plcas'd to 
afibrd them ? 

But when we come to confider the Bulk of 
Mankind, difobcdient to the Law of Reafon, in- 
volved in the Guilt of Sin, condemned by the juft 
Sentence of their own Confdences, and dreading 
the Puniihmcnt they have defervcd ; how imme- 
diately in this View do all the Succours, the utmoft 
Strength of Reafon, fail us ! Docs it flly for Pro-* 
tedtion to the infinite Goodnefs and Mercy of 
God? Confider thefe, now they are clearly re- 
,vealfed, as Perfeftions, not as Weakriefs in the Di- 
vine Nature $ reconcile them with his Purity, his 

Wifdom. 
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WifdQm, his Juftice, his Authority, as the great 
l^awgiver and Governor of the World ; and here 
Right Reafbn is fo far from finding Pardon and 
Proteftion for finful Man, that it turns immedi- 
ately on the other Side, and fixes down the Obli- 
gatioij to Punifhment upon him. 

Go one Step further: Suppofe Men releas'd 
from their Fears, by an Affurance of Pardon for 
all their pafs'd Offences : How will they defend 
thcmfelves, and where will they fland fecurely for 
the future ? To go forth with the vanquifh'd Pow- 
ers of Reafon, agaipfl the farpe Hoft of Temptati- 
ons, drawing their Strength from the, fame Appe- 
tites and Paflions, would be top likely to end, as it 
had done before, and produce nothing but an Ag- 
gravation of Guilt by a Repetition of the fame 
Crimes. Not that the Law of Reafon is not in it- 
felf a perfedl Law: But the Oppofition to its 
Commands is very flrong from the PafTions even 
of the befl Men, furrounded with prefent Plea- 
fures, fearful of prefent Pangers, juflly fufpicious 
of their own Strength, and without hope of 
fome more Powerful Aid to fupport them: In 
this Situation, a thinking Man mufl fee his 
Danger, and almofl defpair of Remedy .^ — -^ 
Forgivenefs of the Sins he has committed, the Aid 
and AfJiflance of God's Holy Spirit to enable him 
to refifl them for the future, thefe are the free 
Gift of God himfelf, the graciqus Promifes, and

abfblute Difcoveries of the Golpel. This is that 
bidden Wifdom of God, ordain'd before the World j 
which none of the Princes of this World knew ; 
which no Human Eye had Jeen^ no Ear heard^ 
and which it never entered into the Heart of Man 
to conceive : But the Goodnefs of God hath reveal- 
ed it unto us, by his Holy Spirit *. 

In this great Myftery of Man^s Redemption,' 
thus made known to the World by the Holy Spi- 
rit of God, all the Doubts and Fears which before 
perplexed the wifeft and beft Men, are clear'd up 
and done aWay . By the voluntary Sacrifice of Chrift, 
who tho* he knew no Sin^ was made Sin for us^, 
and gave bimfelffof us an Offering and Sacrifice to 
God^^ thereby reconciling us to the Father^: By 
this Holy and AU-fufficient Sacrifice, the jufticc 
of God is fatisfied, his Honour and Authority main- 
tained, his Holinefs, his Purity, his Goodnefs and 
his Mercy moft glorioufly manifefted and dif- 
play'd : And by the Gift of his Holy Spirit to in- 
ftrudt and fupport Men in the Praftice of their 
Duty«, now more clearly and powerfully revealed ; 
the Mercy of God is perfedied : which has not on- 
ly opened our Way to eternal Happinefs in a future 
State thus purchased for us by the Death of Chrift, 
tod brought to Light by the Gofpel, but made it at 
the fame time both plain and eafy.

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In th^s Method it has pl?a^cd God to r^dpcffii 
^nd to favc IVIankind : And however vaftly k may 
bo above the Reach of Human Reafon to ^ave ex-- 
p^a^., or contriy'd it, we fee it, now it is reveaPd, 
perieftly confiflent with the Laws of Rea£bn. 
No Malice therefore can ever difpute it away : 
No Wit turn it into Ridicule : But the calm and 
fober Reafon of every Good IVfen, as it perufes 
the feveral Parts of it, will »ot only yipld ifefelf up 
with the moft full and entire Aflcnt, but with tl» 
profoundeft Humility and warmeft Gratitude em-* 
brace the Terms of Salvation made knowA to us 
in the Golpel of Chrift. Which, as was propo&'d 
in the fecond Place tp be confidered^ 

Is an Infallible and fufficient J^ule of Faitlji^ 
In the Goj^l is contained that Hiftocy of our 
Bleffed Saviour, thofe Do(9xines and thofe Duties, 
upon the Belief and Praftice of which depends our 
Title to that H^ppinpfs which our Bleffed Re- 
deemer hath purchased for us. We cannot then 
but obferve of what mighty Concern thefe Thjn^ 
are to us : Nor be thankful enough to the Good- 
nefsof God, who to preferve them for our Ufehatb 
taken Cane in the Wifdom of his Providence thi^ 
diey fljiould be committed to writing, ^ad^ tji^y, 
been left to he handed down, from Agct to Age Ijy, 
the variable Breath.of oral Tradition, if we.fliould 
fqppofe,. all RemembranqQ of them not to have 
been long fince quite loft, the natural Uncertain- 
ty. 
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ty^ the ftafy Pbffibilitics of wilful Gorruption itx 
this Way, however confidently dehie4, fcah nevfer 
be difprov'd. But as they ate fecured in Writing, 
iK>t only we may be aflured of die Certainty tf 
thefe things ; but they ^ill remain a fixed invari- 
able Rule of Faith and Manners to all Chriflians, 
even unto the Eiid pf the World. For, befide3 
that the iaitte Ooodnefs of God is manifeftly con- 
cerned to preferve the Reeordtj of his Mercy pure 
and ehtire, as to what is efiential in thetn, t9 
which it is owing that they were ever ^Vritteii % 
from the Nature of the Thing itfelf it is morally 
impoflible, that a Writing pf the utrfioft Iriipor- 
tance to all Mankind, once made publick aiid put 
into every Body's Hand, fhould fuif^r any materi- 
al Alteration. Thefe Aflfurances theii we hav$ 
that the Faith once delivered to the Sainfiy is coriie 
down to us, as it will defcend to our lateft Pofte- 
rity, in its Original Purity : And that it was Of 1^ 
ginally Pure, free fi-om Corrtiption or Miftake of 
any Kind, will appea*^ very evidently, if we ad4 
mit, what is readily granted in every fimflar C^^ 
and therefore not ta be doubted in this^ Tha£ tite 
Writings In which this Faith is oontain'd are 9io 
Works of thofe Men whofe Name» they bear. 
For we have the Evidence of their 9uffbring$^ to 
convince us of thek Integrity ; and they fed the 
Evidence of their own Senfes to convince the;n of 
the Trath of what they have written : And from 

B 2 both 
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both together arifes the cleareft Argument 
that their Writings are free, not only from all 
wilful Corruption, but alfo from all involuntary 
Miftake. For they have told us, our Bleffed Sa- 
viour promifed to fend the Holy Ghoft to them, 
to guide them into all Truth ^ : to teach them all 
things^ and bring all things to their Remembrance^ 
whatfoever he had /aid unto themS. And by the 
Works they did they gave die fuUeft Proof that 
this Promife vras made good to them. Under this 
divine Influence then they wrote thofe Truths, by 
which they could gain nothing thcmfelves but the 
Bonds, and Imprifonments, and. Deaths, with 
which they bore Witnefs to them : And here was 
no Ignorance, no Vanity of Imagination, no PaC» 
fion to darken or miflead the Judgment, no Views 
of Worldly Intereft to corrupt it : Defended from 
thefe Human Infirmities, they have declared the 
Truth inSimplicity and godly Sincerity -^ being iafe-r 
ly led and conducted thro' the whole by the In- 
feUible Spirit of God, who could neither deceive 
nor be deceived. Him therefore the true Sheep 
of Chrift will follow, for they know his Voice ^ and 
ajlranger they will not follow^ but flee from him, 
for they know not the Voice of Strangers " . 

Nor is there Occafion for them to feek after 
any other Guide : For as the Gofpcl is an infalli- 
ble,

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ble, fo it is a fufficient Rule of Faith; as every 
thing contained in it is infallibly true^ it contains 
every thing that is neceflary to Man's Salvation* 
Jf we admit the Gofpel as a Rule of Faith at all^ 
we muft admit its Divine Authority, and receive 
it as the Will of God in the great Work of the 
Redemption and Salvation of Mankind: And ha$ 
Jie begun and not perfefted his own Work ? Has 
he left it to any body elfe to fupply his Defet^ i 
Pid he fend his only begotten Son. into the World 
to fave Mankind, and yet to conceal from them 
any thing neceflary to their Salvation ? Or had he 
not a Right finally and abfolutely to fix and fettle 
the Terms of his own Goodnefs and Mercy to- 
wards us? ' 
This is plainly the fole Prerogative of God, whb 
only was able to bellow Happinefs upon Mankind j 
and this he has done fo fully in the Gofpel deliver- 
ed to us by his Son, that, . to fliew. how prefump- 
tupus fuch a Praftice would be in any Man, even if 

an Atgel from Htm)m Jhould premh any o(ber Gof- 
pel than that we have receiv'd^ the fevereft Sentence 
is denounc'dJ againft him^. For this Faith ^ once 
delivered to the Saints ^ 0ncc for all, never to be 
chang'd or altered, we are to contend earnejlly * . 
And if the ]&me God, who gave us the Golpel for 
our Rule of Faith, has commanded us to abide 
ftedfaftly by this Rule : If inftead of giving Au- 
thority

be dearer than that the Gofpel is in itfelf, as to th^ 
Matter of it. a fuffidmt Rule of Faith ? that no^ 
thkig may be either' added to it, or taken from 
k 5 but, a6 it was written ibat ivt might hetie^^ 
tb4t Jefus is the Cbrift, the Son of God, the Things 
that are written carry in them fufficient Evidence 
of this Truth, and are fuffident for the End of be- 
lieving it, which is, that "We may bai)i Life tkra^ 
bis Nami «* 

And therefore the Oofpel i& not only fufficknt 
as to the Matter of it ; but alfo as to the necefliuy 
Articles of our Faith^ fufiidently plain and clear. 
Jf it was not, the Thing* exprefsly declared to be 
written that Men might believe andbefanfd, could 
never poflibly anfwer this End. For the Law a 
Man cannot comprdiend, and the Law he never 
heard of, is to him the &me thing ; and he may 
as well be required to obey the one as the other i 
as well might a Man guide his Feet t^ a Light he 
cannot fee, as his Faith by a Rule he cannot under^ 
Aand. And for thefe Reafoi^ it is fo evident diat 
every neceflary Article of the Chriftian Faith maft 
be clearly and plainly reveal'd in the Holy Scrips 
turesj that whatever is not fo, am be no neceffiiry

'Tis trup. Men may be affiled vk thefe Bhqui- 
ries ; tbq Work may be much fhortned ; the Evi- 
dence and Ar^ments for the Truths we are to be^ 
lieve, may be &> familivty e^plain'd, may be htid 
ipgether in fp obvious a. I^ight^ that Cony i<3ioi} will 
naturally grow out of it, and the full Ailent of the 

Mind follow inMUcdiatrfy upon iti There may 

be great Occafion to warn aiidpcrfuade Men againft 
thpfe Difpofitions, th^ Temper of Mind, which 
blinds die Hearty and C(»Fers the UbderA^ding in 
Darknqfen.— Ifr mgy bet ijeceiTary. to awaken Mtti^ 
AttentkMd tp the Cojiitder s^ion of diefe Truths, by 
warm and cooftant, Rcpr^eotations of the greae 
. Weight and infinite Importimce of them, Thefe 
Helps and thefe Affiflances Men will always ftand 
■ Eph.iv. 17, ig. in 
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in need of, while the Temptations of the World 
and human Paifions remain what they are ; and 
thefc the Goodnefs of God has provided for them, 
by a ftanding Miniftry in his Church. But ftill 
the Scriptures are our Rule; and as the Commands! 
©f God under the Law were written with a Man^s 
Pen ^, fo plain that be that runs might read them P^ 
fo neither is the Goipel hid, lave to them who 
are Idft ; in nxibom the God of this World hath blinds 
id the Minds of them that believe not ' .• But whofo- 
cver with a pure and honeft Heart ferioufly ap^ 
plies himfelf to the Study of thefe facred Writings, 
will find in them a fure and plain Way to ttea--^ 
vqi 5 for they are able, without any pretended in-. ^ 
fidlible Additions or Interpretations, to make us 
nioife unto Salvation ; and 2cct profitable for DoSlrine^ 
for Reproof for CorreSliony for JnfiruBion in Rigb^ 
teoufnefs ; that the Man of God may be perfeB^ 
throughly furnijh'd unto all good fTorks^. And 
therefore 

Thirdly, The Gofpel is alfo a compleat and 
perfedk Rule of Pradtice. 

Take it in this Light, and there is firft of 
all the lame Neceffity that the Gofpel Ihould be 
compleat and perfed. For as it is certain that he 
who hopes to be £iv'd by the Goipel mull believe 
the Gofpel ; it is as certain that without Obedience 
to its Precepts, that is, without Holinefs, no Man 

Jhall 

•Ifai.viii. !• PHab.if.2. 4 2Cor.iv.4. TiTim.iii. 1*5, i6,i7. 
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Jhall fee the Lord^. To be ignorant or mifled there- 
fore in what we are to Do, would be as fatal, as it 
would be in what we are to Believe : the End and 
Defign of the Gofpel would be as effedtually defeat- 
ed by any effential Error or Defedt in one Way 
as in the other : nor in either, may human Au- 
thority prcfume to alter it ; becaufe the Honour 
and Authority and Prerogative of God, as to the 
ible Right of ruling and governing in his own 
Kingdom, arc equally concerned in both. To 
thefe Arguments, arifing from the Reafon of the 
Thing, if we add, that the Gofpel in both Views 
proceeds from the &me Divine Author, and has 
the fame Divine Authority ftamp'd upon it, no 
Doubt can remain but that as a Rule of Pra(flice it 
is abfolutely compleat and perfedt. 

But confider the Precepts of the Gofpel in them- 
felves, as a Syftem of moral Virtue > you will find 
it more full and clear, fupported with more effe- 
^al Affiftance, and eftablifh'd upon more pow- 
erful Motives than any other. To fecure the In- 
terefts of Virtue among Men, the Chriftian Law 
lays the Foundation in the Heart, purging and 
cleanfing from all Impurity, that Source of all our 
Thoughts, from whence confequently all our Afti- 
ons flow. Apply'd to the outward Condudt of 
Life, there is no Condition, no Circumltance to 
which it does not reach : conftantly tending to pro- 
mote the Honour of God and the Happinefs of 
• Hcb. xii. 14. C Man. 
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Man. We find in it no defpotic arbitrary Mark- 
dates on the one hand ; no Encouragement, no In- 
dulgence given to the fond Conceits of Men on the 
other: but each particular Duty has a foKd Foun- 
dation in Reafon, and all together make up that 
regular and uniform Courfe of Virtue, that Beau- 
ty of Holinefs, that reafonable Service, which im- 
proves and raifes up the Nature of Man, into a 
Degree of Perfection which muft be acceptable and 
well-pleafing to the Nature of God. 

Nor is this Excellence of the Chriftian Law in- 
tended to raife our Admiration, but to influence 
6ur Pradice. There will be fome Difficulty, 'tis 
true, fome Labour and Pains it will coft us to pay 
a due Obedience to it : But with the Affiftances 
which the Gofpel offers, this is very poffible, and 
with the Rewards it propofes, it is very reafonable. 
No jufl Objeftion therefore lies againft the Duties 
of Chriflianity, as being too lofty and too fublime : 
For the Goodneis of God has appointed a jufl Pro- 
portion between the Strengtli and the Law which 
he hath given us. The Commandment is holy and 
juji and good ^. We have fufficient Abilities to re- 
gulate our Condudt by it; 'tis intirely our own 
Fault if we do not ; and if we do, we fhall have 
the Comfort to find it is a perfed Rule, juflly cal- 
culated as a neceflfary Means for the Attainment 
of the great End it has in View, which is the Sal- 
vation of our Souls.

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We fee then upon what folid Foundations the 
Stedfaftnefs and Refolution of our Apoftle was 
cftablifti'd : and with what good Reafon he de- 
clared himfelf not ajhanCd of the Gojpel of Chriji. 
And from the Reprefentations I have made of it 
in a few Particulars, which are to be confidered 
but as fome of the principal Points of View in a 
Profped: too large to be all exprefs'd in one Piece, 
we may proceed, as was proposed in the laft Place, 

To make fome Obfervations fuitable to the pre- 
fent Occafion. 

And firft, as the Gofpel is the Revelation of the 
Goodnefs of God in the Redemption and Salvation 
of Mankind, 'tis obvious to obferve, that it is an 
A<3: of the greateft Beneficence, a natural EfFedt 
of a firm Belief of the Gofpel, to endeavour to 
Ipread the Knowledge of it, and communicate its 
Light to thofe, who ftill unhappily fit in Darinefs 
and in the Shadow of Death ".. Very proper 
Words thefe, to deicribe the comfortlefs State 
of the Heathen World ; ignorant even of the firft 
Principles of true Religion, and opprefs'd with the 
Terrors of Sin and Death, Thefe thick Clouds, 
with all their Obftruftions to the Practice of Vir- 
tue, tp tl^e prefent Enjoyments of this Life, as 
well as tq all H[ope in any other, the Gofpel has 
remov'd from qax Eyes : And if we think it any 
real Advantage to know the true God ; if there is any 
iblid Comfort in the AiTurance that Chrift has de^ 
I Luke i. 7^. P ^ livered 
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livered us from the Dominion of Sin and Death, we 
can want no Arguments, if we fet a due Value 
upon thefe Advantages ourfclves, to perfuade us. 
to impart them to our Fellow-Creatures, and be- 
come the happy Inftruments of conveying to them 
alfo the Knowledge of the only true God^ and "Jefus 
Chriji njohom he hathfent^ which is eternal Life '^. ' 
Here it may be ^id, and it is very true. That 
God is no ReJpeSler of Perjons ; but in every Na-- 
tiony he that feareth him and worketh Right eoufnefs 
is accepted of him ^. And from our natural Know- 
ledge of God we are affur'd, that in the grand 
Conclufion and Confummation of all Things 
his Conduft will be juftified in the Sight of Men 
and Angels as to his Dealings with all his Crea- 
tures. But the particular Rewards, the glorious 
Promifes of the Gofpel, are join'd with Faith in 
Chrift, and given to thofe who believe on the Name 
of the Son of God Y. And upon whatever Grounds, 
or to whatever Degree we may hope well of thofe, 
who making the beft Ufe they could of the Light 
df Nature, have liv'd and died without the Know- 
ledge of liis Name ; the Doubts, the Fears, the 
Danger, from the immenfe Difficulty of fulfil- 
ling their Obligations in fuch a State, cannot be 
denied; and to leave thofe who fucceed them 
under die feme Diladvantages, to wander un- 
certain

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certain through all the fame Perplexities and 
Pangers, when a fecure and plain Rqad to Hap- 
pinefs may be fhewn them, is contrary even to the 
firft Principles of Reafon : And how much more 
then fhould that good Nature, and Tenderncfs, and 
brotherly AfFeftion, which are the diftinguiftiing 
Charaders of a Chriftian, conftrain us to endea-. 
vour to m?^ke the Way of God known upon Eartb^ 
and to publifh this bis faving Health among all 
Nations ^ ? 

Again : Is the Gofpel an Infallible and Suffici- 
ent Rule of Faith ? Then by propagating it in this 
View, you not only arm thofe who are yet igno- 
rant of it, with a good Defence againft the Im- 
preffions of falfe Religion, but with the beft Guard 
alfo that can be put into their Hands againft fin- 
cere Miftake or wilful Corruption in the Interpre- 
tation of the true One. 

From the general Experience of the old Hea- 
tjicn World, we may obferve the great Weaknefs 
of the Human Mind, when left to itfelf in its Re- 
ligious Enquiries ; and how capable It is of receiv- 
ing the groflcft Errors, utterly inconfiftent with 
the very firft Principles of true Religion. God has 
never, left himfclf without Witnefs from whence 
tJiefe might always have beenlearn'd : But when 
Men were left to coUeft them from the vifible 
Creation-, from that Evidence of tlie Being and 
Nature of ^God, which has ever been legible in his 
?Pfal. vi.7. Works; 
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Works ; the Faft has ftiewn that in general and 
^mong the Bulk of Mankind, Imagination pre- 
vail'd over Reafon ; The natural Turn of their 
pwn Tempers, whether that was Vanity or Pride, 
Hqpe or Fear, got the better of their Underftand- 
ings ; and under this Government, 'tis no wonder 
they fhould run into very irregular and abfurd No- 
tions of Religign. 

But this is not the only Danger ; *tis not enough 
that Men fhould be fafely conduced thus far: 
Even when brought to the Knowledge of God, 
and of his Son Jefus Chrift, there are ftill many 
By-Paths in which they may eafily wander out of 
the right Way. And this is an Affair of fuch vaft 
Moment, that it is very natural for Men to di- 
ftruft themfelves, and wifh for fame fure infallible 
Rule, whereby to govern their Condudt in it. If not 
direfted therefore to the true One, they will be very 
liable to be caught and intangled by any plaufible 
Pretences to the Authority of fixipg fuch a Rule, 
however ill founded fuch Pretences may be, or 
however abfurd in itfelf for any Man to pretend to 
It. And we can neither be ignorant with what 
Boldnefs this Claim is afferted, with what unwea- 
ried and fkilful Diligence it is propagated by our 
Adverfaries of the Church of 'Rome : nor how ea- 
illy her Superftitions and Idolatries muft take 
place, wherever it is once believed that they are 
commanded by an Authority yrhich cannot err.

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So that with regard to this unhappy, unenlight- 
ned Part of Mankind, who are the prefcnt Objedls 
of your Chriftian Confideration, in whatever View 
you confider them, the Obligation is very ftrong 
upon us to communicate to them the Infallible 
and Perfedl Rule of Religious Faith, made known 
to the World by the Gofpel of Chrift : Which if 
they are not wanting to themfelves in the Ufe of it, 
will fecure them, as well againft the vain Imagi- 
natioi>6, of their own Hearts on the one hand, as 
the wicked Inventions of other Peoples Hearts on 
the other j in a word, againft the wild Conceits 
of Enthufiafm, the dangerous Delufions of Super- 
ftition, and the wilful Corruptions of Popery. 

Laftly, Is the Gofpel a compleat and perfedl 
Rule of Praftice ? Then by fpreading the Know- 
ledge of it in the dark Corners of the World, you 
not only leflen prodigioufly the Difficulty of their 
Tafk, who from a good Difpofition may be de- 
lirous to difcover the Commands of Virtue, and to 
live in Obedience to them ; but will probably be 
the Inftruments of creating this De|ire in Tempers 
where, otherways, perhaps it would never grow ; 
by putting ferious Thoughts into their Heads, and 
bringing them to confider the Precepts of the Gofpel. 
In thefc they will have the Advantage to find Mo- 
ral Virtue in many Inftances much improved, and 
every where carrying fuch an apparent Reafona- 
blenefs and Fitne& in it, as muft recomniend and 

approve 
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approve itfelf to the juft Judgment of their own 
Minds: A Principle which will operate more 
powerfully in all Cafes, and have its EfFed: in ma- 
ny, where any other Power would have little or 
no EfFeft at alh For Confcience once awakened 
is not only the beft Monitor in thefe Matters, but 
the moft watchful Guardian of her own Laws, 
and the fevereft Judge. And when ftrengthened 
with the Motives and Sandlions of the Gofpel ; 
convinced of the peculiar Obligation deriv'd frond 
thence upon all Mankind to live virtuoufly, and 
of the Confequence of our Behaviour in this Re* 
ipedl, the Man is then poffefs'd of every Argu- 
ment, under the Influence of all the Force to con- 
ftrain him to the Pradticc of Virtue, that is either 
cdnfiftent with his own Nature, or the Nature of 
Virtue itfel£ Thefe Aids, and thefe Affiftances 
the Goodnefs of God has been pleafed to afford us, 
who beft knew how much that weak and frail 
State of Nature to which Men had reduced them- 
felves, ftood in need of them : And with all thefe 
Helps we fee it ftill fo difficult for Virtue to make 
a Stand, and keep any tolerable Footing in the 
World, that it would be as inhuman not to com- 
m.unicate them to thofe who are unacquainted with 
them, as it is abfurd to argue, that they don't 
want them. Every Chriftian Duty, 'tis true, is 
a reafonable Duty : But fo ill able to ftand againft 
thq Paffions of Men, and the Temptations of the 

World, 
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World upon the Foot of Reafon only, that a very 
4noda:ate Share of ferious Concern for the Caufe 
of Virtue would ferve to convince any Man, how 
neceflary it is to ftrengtheji the Perfuafions of Rea* 
jfon with the Promifes of the Gofpel. Under thefe 
indeed all juft Objection is filetic'd : Take the 
Coipel along with you, and the Pradlice of Virtue 
is in every poffible Circumftance^ fo right and fit, 
(o clearly the reafonable Choice, that if we fiippofe 
a Man not to have renounc'd his Reafon ; to lay 
the Gofpel before him as the Rule of his Moral 
Condud, is to make not the Knowledge only of 
his Duty eafy to him^ but if he pleafes, the 
Pradtice too. 

Thefe arc the Views of your Pious Labour 1 
this the great End and Dcfign of propagating the 
Knowledge of the Gofpel : To open the Eyes of 
thofe who are yet ignorant of it j to turn them front 
Darknefs to Light ^ and from the Power of Satan 
unto God : That they may recehe Forghenefs of 
Sin^ and Inheritance among them 'ivhicb arefanSti^ 
fied by Faith that ii in Chriji Jefui\ 

An Undertaking, didnterefled as this is 1 free 
from the mofl difhttit Approach towards any 
Worldly View ; from which thofe who are con- 
cem'd in it have no poffible Advantage to expedt^ 
here on Earth, but that which is common to 
every other G^d Work, the Satisfaddon of af« 

D , fifling 
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lifting in it : Such a Defign, ^s to the Matter of it 
muft be, if there is any fueh thing, wholly un^- 
exceptionable, and like Wifdom,. will be juftijied 
of her Children)^ 

For the Manner of executing this Defign we 
may appeal to the Annual Accounts of the Pn>- 
ceedings of the Society; which no one fhould 
blame, who has not taken the Pains to conjider 
them: And for thofe who have, as *tis in the 
Power of every body to examine them, that plea- 
fes; 'tis to be hoped they have found the profefs'd 
View of this Defign fincerely and honeftly pur- 
fued, without Favour or Partiality : And it is no 
fmall Satisfaction, that the Prudence and Wifdom 
with which it is conduced, may be argued, fo far 
as the Succefs depends upon Humaa Means, from 
the Succefs: Nor is it an inconfiderable Argument to 
move you to contribute to this Good Work \ to be 
io well affured that your Charity will be honeftly 
and wifely applied to the Purpofe for which it is 
intended. 

Confider the Purpofe itfelf, it is the great eft and 
liobleft that can enter into die Heart of Man. To 
bring Men to the Knowledge of God, and teach 
them the Way to Eternal Life, is not only the 
greateft Good it is in the Power of Man to do, as 
fer above affifting them in the little Accommoda- 
tions of this Life as the Heavens are above the 

Earth: 
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Earth ; but is that very Good, for which the Son 
of God Himfelf came down from Heaven ; for 
which he condeicended to be made in iali things 
like unto us, Sin only excepted, and to live and 
die among the Children of Men : And if God fo 
loved us, can we want any Arguments to excite 
our Companion, and move us to diffufe and ipread 
the full Benefit of that Love, as wide as we can, 
among our Fellow Creatures ! The Nature of this 
Charity is fo fublime, the Benefit of it -fo inipor^ 
tant, the Calamity of thofe who want it fo truly 
piteous, that it is «Aaugh to blow up even the leaft 
Spark of true Chriftian AfFedlion, and enflame oor 
Hqajts with the nioft ardent DeA^e tp contribute, 
by all Chriftiah Meana^in our Power, to enlarge 
the Bounds of Chrift-s Kingdom here on Earth; 
To bring the yfct unconverted Heathen within it's 
Dominion and Privileges, and unite them in one 
Sheepfold under Chrift the great Shepherd of all 
our Souls. 

The Succcfs of this Work (hould lie very near 
the Heart of all who name the Name of Chrift : 
among whom it is the Duty oif every ope to con- 
tribute towards it after his Power. If it fuits not 
the Genius of thofe who love to follow cunningly 
Jevts'd Fables ^^ and are fond of the enticing 
Wifrds of Man's Wifdom ^ : Or if in thefe laft Days , 
it fheuld draw upon us from Men who are Ifiwrs

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of tbemfehes ^, and determined tofolhw their awn 
Lujis ^y unreafonable Ridicule, or Qamour, or Re-» 
proach : Thia is bat what we have been taught ta 
expc&y by him who hath taught us how to bear it. 
This Treatment we fhould look upon as one Proof 
of the Truth and divine Audiority of that Gofpe| 
wherein it is foretold s, and far from being dii^ 
couraged we (hould rejoice in it exceedingly^ 
^ur'd that he is &ithful who has promis-d, that 
our Reward fhall be great in Heaven. With tha| 
Gentleneis then and Meeknefs, with that Longer 
iuffering and Patience which becpme the Go^l 
of Peace, let us ftedfaflly continue to publifh the 
fTcrds of Iruth and Sobernefs^^ to be as inftru-. 
mental as we can in fending forth the bright Light 
of the Golpel into the dark Comers of the World, 
to haften the coming of Chrift -s Kingdom here on 
Earth, and expeft our Reward when the Sm of 
Man coming again in the Gkry of his Father y with 
his holy Angels y will not be afham'd of us, if wep 
have not been aJhanCdofthe GoJpelofChriJl'^.

And of the Proceedings of the Society 
for the Propagation of the Gofpel in 
Foreign Parts, from the 18**^ of Fe- 
bruary 1742-43, to the 17*^ of Fe- 
bruary 1743-44. 

KING William III. of Glorious Memory, 
was gracioufly pleafed cmi the 1 6th of 
June^ 1701, to ereB and fettle a Corpo-^ 
ration with a perpetual Su€ce0my by the 
Name of The Society for The Propa- 
gation OP THE Gospel In Foreign 
Pa rt s ; for the receivings ^^^gi^y ^^^ dijpo-' 
Jing of the Charity offuch Perfms^ as would be in-- 
ducea to extend their Charity towards the Mainte- 
nance {f an Orthodox Clergy^ and the making fuch 
ether Proivijim^ as might be neceffaryfor the Propa- 
gation of the Gojpel in Foreign Parts. Upon Infor- 
mation^ that in mam of our Plantations^ Colonies^ 
andPaSlories beyond the Seas^ the Provifionfor Mir 
nifters was mean^ and many other of our faid Plan- 
tations ^ Colonies y and FaSiories were wholly unprQ^ 
vided of a Maintenance for MiniJlerSy and the pub- 
lick Worfhip ofQodi ^^^ ^baty for lack of Support 

and 
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and Maintenance offuch^ many of his loving Suije£is 
wanted the Adminiftration of God*s Word and Sa-^ 
cramentSy and feemed to be abandoned to Atheijin 
and Infidelity^ and others of them to Popijh Super-^ 
Jiitiotty and Idolatry. 

This Society was compofed by the Charter of 
the Chief Prelates, and Dignitaries of the Church, 
and of feveral other Lords, and eminent Perfbns in 
the State, with a Power to eledt fuch others to be 
Members of the Corporation, as they, or the nu- 
jor Part of them ihould tbuink beneficial to their 
charitable Deiiens ; and they immediately applied 
themfelves witn great Zeal and Alacrity to the 
good Work; and after adjufting Preliminaries ia 
the Choice of Officers, and fettling (landing Or- 
ders and Rules for their more regular Proceeding, 
they fubicribed every one of them according to 
their feveral Ranks and Di^x^tions, an Alinuat 
Sum to be paid to their Treafurer for the gene- 
ral Ufes of the Society ; and chpfe new Mem- 
bersy and gs^ve put Deputations^ according tQ the 
Powers in the Charter,, to receive and collet, the 
Donations of all charitable and welUdiippfed Per- 
fons towards this moft pious Dofign :. Ai>d thro', 
an eipecial BleiHng this fTork of the Lord hath hi- 
therto /r^^^^ in their Hands. ^ More than Ones 
Hundred Thoufand of our own People, Ini^ts 
and Adults, and many ThoufanHs of Indians and 
Negroes^ have been inftruded and baptiz;^ ihta 
the trae Faith of our Lord Jefus Chrift 3 and more 
than One Hundred and Twenty Thoufand Volumes 
of Bibles and Common-Prayer Books, with other ^ 
Books of Devotion and Inftruflaoni together vith. 
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an innuinerable Quantity of pious fmall TradW, 
have been difperfed in Foreign Parts 5 and there is 
now a very hopeful and improving Appearance of 
Religion in the publick Wbrfhip of God, accord- 
ing to the Liturgy of the Church of EngloTid^ in a 
great Number of Churches in our Plantations in 
America by the Means, and through the Procure- 
ment of this Corporation. 

The Charter diredls the Society to give an annual 
Account to the Lord High Chancellor, the Lord 
Chief Juftice of the King's^Benchy and the Lord 
Chief Juftice of the Commott-Pleas^ of the feveral 
Sunis of Money by them received, and laid out, 
and of the Management and Difpofition of the Re- 
venues of the Corporation : This is pundhially 
done, and the Society annually makes publick an 
Abftmft of them, and their Proceedings. There- 
fore the Society now in the firft place acknowledge 
the Receipt, and return their moft hearty Thanks 
for the particular Benefadtions of the Year 1743.

The Society, encouraged % the Succefs of tlie 
late CoUedion to promote their good Defigns, \ai^ 
thought proper to efkbliih a Catechetical LeAure, 
and for Grammar Learning at ^ojim^ with t^ie 
Advice and under the Inipedion of the Honoura- 
ble JVilliam Shirley ^ piq; the worthy. Groyei:npr oi 
the Province, who thinks that fuch, a SchoQl there, 
under the Blefling of Heaven, would prove an 
ufeful Seminary of Religion and good Literature 
throughout the Land, and recommend the Princi* 
pies of the Church of England with great Advan-^ 
tage and Succefs. And Mr. Shirley muc^ approves 
of the Society's Appointment of the Reverend Mr. 
jRoe^ late the Society's Miffionary at St. George\ 
Dorcbejler^ in South Carolina^ but promoted by 
tibie Lord Bifhop of London to the King's Chapel in 
Bojlon^ to be the School-mafter ; as to the Gover- 
nor's certain Knowledge, Mr. Roe performs Di- 
vine Service with much Propriety, and Advantage 
tp^ tjie Litur^, is a fenfible good Preacher, atr 
tjBnds the Duty of vifiting the Sick, is^ qi^ gopd- A- 
Ijilities in Claffi<: Learning, and in his Opipipn. ve- 
ty fit fgr fuch an Undertaking. 

The Society hath ventured further, to re7eiJablj/h 
a Miilion at Scituatey upon, the repeated and earneft 
Requeft of the Inhabitants of Sctiuate in behalf of 
tjiemfelyes, and. the^ adjacent Towns of Htowwr^ 
Pembroke y 2Sidi M^rJ^ildy and upon . the Reverend^ 
Mr. D^enpor(\ fQnje tiipe fipqe tjie Spcifly's 
Miffionary there, but now the Minifter of Trimtyr. 
«. Church 
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Cburcb in Bojibn^ charitable an4 generous Donation 
of the Houfc, in which he refided there, with the 
Out-houfes, Barn, and feven Acres of Landj to 
the Society for the Ufe of the Minifter of Scituate 
fdr ever : And they have appointed to this Miffidn 
the Reverend Mr. Ebenezer fhofnpfm^ M. A. edii- 
otted in the Independent Way at Tale-Colkge in 
ConneSiicuty but for ibme Years paft very labori- 
ous, and doing all the good Offices in his Power 
towards promoting the Intefeft of Religion, arid 
the Advancenfient of the Church in thofe Parts, ac« 
cbrding to the united Teftimdnies of the Miffiona- 
ries of the Society, after his having paffed the prtf- 
per E)tamination, and his having been ordaiiied 
Deacon and Pri^ft here in England \ and Mt. 
Thompfon is, we hope, fettled by this time to gjodd 
l^urpofe in his Miffion. 

All the Letters from Bojion, and other Parts 6f 
this Country agree, that the Peace of our Churches 
among theiiy is pfeferved, and their Number in- 
cfeaf6d; the vifionary Feuds concerning Methoi- 
difm and the New Light being kept within' the 
Bdunds of thofe, who begun them, their Teachers 
with their Teftimonies and Counter-Teftimonies 
dlfputing and contending with, accufing and extu* 
fing one another : And this hath brought many 
People to the Church, where they find more Qui- 
et and Order, and more truly Chriftian, as well 
as more Rational Doftrines preached'; infomuch 
that at Stratford, the Cure of the Reverend Mr; 
Jdbnfon^ Aey have found themfdves obliged to 
build a new Church, vv^hicK is to be 60 Feet long, 
45 wide, and 24 high, with a Steeple 16 Feet 

F 9 fquare 
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fquare and 120 high, and with a Chancel, which 
is to have a Veftry Room on the one Side, and a 
Library on the other; and the Church of Strat- 
ford will be very thankful to fuch generous Bene- 
fadors, as will contribute towards filling it with 
good Books, which are very much wanted, and 
would be moft eagerly read by many of their Peo- 
ple, who are very inquifitive after Chriftian 
Knowledge. In a word, confiderable Numbers of 
People have lately conformed ; and there is not a 
large Town in that Country, where there are not 
many Perfons profeffing themfelves of our Com- 
munion } and feveral new Churches are building, in 
hopes of their being blcffed with the Liturgy of 
the Church of England by the Favour and Aflift- 
ance of the venerable Society, 

The Reverend Mr. Honyman of Newport in 
Rhode-IJlahd^ by his Letter of the 13th oi JunCy 
1743. blefles God, that his Church is in a very 
ilourifliing and improving Condition 5 there are in 
it a very Targe Congregation of white People, and 
an 100 Negroes, who conftantly attend the pub-^ 
lick Worfhip of God : Mr. Honyman hath 80 re- 
gular Communicants, and he haui baptized within 
me preceding two Years 115 Perfons, of whom 
20 were Adults, and 7 were Negroes, While 70 
Negroes and Indians ^ with a large Congregation 
of our own People, fill the neighbouring Church 
of Naraganfety under the Care and Adminiftration 
of the Reverend Dr. Macjparran. 

Likewife the Society hath the Pleafure to be in- 
formed from Benning Wentworth^ Efq; the worthy 
Governor of New Hampjhirey that the Congrega- 

gatioH 
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gation of the Churchy under the Care of the Re-* 
verend Mr. Browne^ hath made a noble Stand 
aglainft that Flood of Error and Enthuiiafm broi^ht 
lately into that Province ; and that he had received 
and diflributed, in the mofl: publick manner thrd* 
his Government, the hundred Copies of the Lord 
Bi(hop of Man's Ejjay towards an In/lruSiion for 
the Indians, fent to him from the Society, and he 
is in great hopes of their anfwering the good End 
for which they were defign'd. Mr. Went'Wortb is 
pleafed to promife his beft Endeavours towards be- 
coming an ufeful Member of the Society, into 
. which he hath been elected unaniqioufly.; 

New Torh 

1[Jhe Society hath the Pleafure to find, by all 
the Accounts from this Government, that their 
Work is fo far from being in vain, that the Know- 
ledge and Praftice of true Religion much increafes. 
The Reverend Mr. Arnoldy the Society's Miffiona- 
ry at Stateh-IJland^ writes, That his Church is in- 
creafed twofold, and he hath lately baptized ten 
Negroes, and is preparing feveral more for that Sa- 
.cratttent.' At the fame time that Mr. Charlton^ 
the Society's Catechift for the Inftruftion of the 
Negroes at New Tork^ writes. That his Catechu- 
mens greatly improve in fpiritual Knowledge; the 
Commpn Prayer Books from the Society having 
brought feveral of them to learn to read to quali- 
fy themfelves for them ; and from the 29th of 
December 1742, to the. 29th of JDt^^^w^^r 1743, 
Mr. Charlton had received 3 1 Negroes into the 

Church 
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Oiurch by Baptiitn^ of whom five were Adults, 
afbr full Inftru^on. The Reverend Mr. Standi 
ardy the Society's Mifiionary at Wejicbejier^ writes. 
That notwithfhnding the Country fwarmed with 
vagrant Preachers, c^led New Lights^ he had a 
more numerous Congregation than ufual the Lord's 
Pay precediflg. The Reverend Mr. Browne of 
Brwk^baven alfo fends an Account of the Increaie 
of h|s Coi^egation, and that the Harveft in that 
Country will be great, if it Ihall pleafe the GkxxL 
liefs of God to fend forth more Labourers into k ; 
in hopes of whkh the good People of Newark are 
building, a large and beautiful Church of hewea 
Stone. 

The Reverend Mr. Barclay, the Society's Mit- 
fionary at Albany y and to the Mohock Indians, by 
his Letter of the 4th of November 1 743 , fends an 
Apcount, TJ^t he had not of late admitted any 
new Indian Communicants, but he hath feveral of 
|hem under Inftrudlion, who he hopes will be- 
come worthy ones; fo that his Congregation of 
Mohocks confifts, as heretofore, of about 500 Per- 
fons, of whom near 60 are Communicants ; while 
their School at the Upper Town taught by their 
Countryman Daniel, and that at their Lower Town 
taught by Cornelius one of their Sachems, are car- 
ry*d on with great Diligence, and thro' God's 
pieffipg with no Icis Succefs ; particularly at the 
Lower Town, where Cornelius, befides^ his At-* 
tendance on the School, inftruds feveral young 
Men and Women, and reads Prayers in the Ab- 
sence of Mr. Barely ; who promifes to embrace 
all Opportunities to invite the Oneide Tribe to 

Chriftianity, 
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Chriftianity, in which he hath happily fome time 
fince made a Beginning, by baptizing of one Man 
cf that Tribe, with his Wife and two Children^ 
who had refided a confiderable tinae among^ ihc 
Mohocks under his Inftrudion. 

This may not improfjerly be followed by an 
Account of ibme Reiolutions lately taken by the 
Soq^ety- in relation to the Mojkitos ; a Nation of 
Jhdians which fled before ih^S^niards in dieir 
Jtnerican Conquefts, and have never hitherto fub^ 
mitted to tliem 3 but live moftlv on one Side of 
die Bay of Honduras^ and in tne Ifliands of it» 
where ieveral Englijhmm refide among them. 
They have for ibme Yeai« declared themfelves 
Subjeds of Great Britain ; and they eameftly de-« 
fire to be united to us both in Reli^on and Go^ 
venuQent, as may appear from their Letter to the 
Honourable Edward Trilawneyy Efq; Governor of 
Jamaica^ dated from die Mykito Snore^ May 19.

The Society being informed of this Application 
thought it worthy of their immediate Attention, 
and wrote tp Governor Trelawney on the 24th of 
February 1742, to confult him, whether at all, 
or in what manner they may mofl effbdlually pro- 
ceed 
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ceed to inftruft the Mojkito Indians in the Chrifti- 
an Faith; what Security there may be for the 
Safety and Support of a grave, worthy Miffionary^ 
to be chofen out of thofe now in the Society's Ser-» 
vice on the Continent of North America ; and 
what Affiftance may be expedted from tfie Ifland 
of Jamaica towards carrying on the important 
Undertaking : And Mr. TreUmoney was pleafed to 
^quaint the Society by a Letter bearing Date, 
Jamaica^ May 25. 1743. that " It was with. 
^* Pleafure he found by the Secretary of the So-i 
** ciety's Letter of the 24th of February laft, that 
the Society for the propagating the Gofpel in 
foreign Parts, had not thought the Mojkito In-^ 
dians unworthy of their Attention. As to the 
Safety of the Miflionary, upon which they arc 
pleafed to afk his Opinion, he thinks, if he 
*^ may judge of what may be, by what has been^ 
he will be very fecure. The Spaniards have 
for a Ipng wliile given over the Thoughts of 
conquering thefe People, and have not molefted 
*^ them time out of mind. Their PafTes, their Pover- 
** XX y and above 41 the Weaknels Qf the Spaniards 
** themfelves, who are thinly fcatter'd over a wid« 
•' Country, Efficiently defend them. As to 
♦* what Support the Indians themfelves may bp 
ready to give a Miflionary, the Governor can- 
not anfwer. They are poor ; but he refers to 
their Letter, odd as it is, whiqh he had inclofed j 
** and as for any Encouragement and Afliftanc^ 
" that may be expected frem the Ifland of Ja'^ 
^^ maica^ the Mimonary may be fure^^ if he callt 
^* in. there, of all Civility from th? princijwJ Iut 
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*^ habitants atwl himftAf j atwl Mr. "frelcpwney com- 
*' mutiicated the Stcrctary's Letter to the Council 
^^ of Jtxmmca^ who very much approved of the 
*^ pious Defign." 

And he was pleafed to Acquaint the Society fiir-^ 
Aer, " That when the War broke out withi^^^w, 
*< he fent one Mr, Hadgfiriy whofe Abilities he 
^ had a gbod Opinion of, to take upon' him the 
«^ Conimand of the Mojkito Shore ; and ^bdrit ^ 
<* Year and a little more ago/ he was fent out 
** again by General Wentwortb with the Gpmmtod 
** of a Detachment of about thirty Soldiers, and 
** he has continued there. The immediate tn- 
** tention of fending him was, that he in%ht 
** head the Indians ^ and make them ufeful agaiiifl: 
<^ the Enemy. But Mr. Trelawney had it always 
*' greatly in his View to civilize them too, and 
•* gave it. ftridly in Charge to Mr. Hodgjbh to life 
** his utmoft Endeavours to do fo ; vraich he is 
** convinced he has, and he believes with fome 
** Succefs, fb as to make it eafy for one that fol- 
^* loWs him. It cannot be thought he could do io 
^* much that way, as one that fliould have no 
•* other Bufinefs; but he acquainted Mr. ,7r^- 
** lanmey feme time ago, that he had got a ]\^an 
•* to teach the Children to Write and Read ; an^ 
•* a Settlement being began at the Ifland of $aU 
^^ tan^ which is in die Neighbourhood of the 
** Mojkito Shore, it will be more comfortable for

tQs theaifelves, or from the Government, or 
other wpll-difpqfed Perlbns in thp Ifian^ of J^- 
fof^ica ; and that He woi^ld be pleafed 10 give a^j 
further Advice to the 5pciety, and Dii^ei^Uonj to 
he given to the jV^ifion^ry and SchooKmafter,^ 
which he may thifik proper and ufeful ; a^a ipi 
the mean time they will confider of and enquire 
for proper Perfons to undertake the aforeiaid Ofii^ 
ces. 

The Reverend Tk. yenny^ the Commiflaiy of 
this Province in the rppm of |he late worthy Mr. 
Commiilary CummngSy acquaints the Society l^y 
his Letter dated Ntm. 4. 1743. of the De^ of 
Mr. Beckett^ the jSociety*s Miffionary at l^mes^ 
X»wn in Suffex. This Gentleman had been fijipwl 
Uierc by the Society in the Year 1 721 5 and from 
that Ye^r to the time of his Death, iii thp laii 
Summer, he had laboured with great Dil^enc^, 
and fo^h Succeft ip the Paftoral Office through}^! 
^t County, that according to the lait I^tpf s x^ 
ceived from him, thp fpur Churches in \\ under 
his Care were fo throngfd, that in ^ Sunuaor 
Seafon he was frequently oblige4 to pleach un4ejr 
the green Trees for the Conyenicncy of Roon^ and 
frcfti Air ; he is mudx lamented by his Congrega-* 
tions, and l^th kft. behind hinj tjie Chara^fter ^a 

G 2 piousy 
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pious, faithful, and orthodox Paftor. The iaid 
Congregations having petitioned the Society for the 
Reverend Mr. TJjher^ the Society's Miffionary at 
Dover in Kent County, who took care of, and of- 
ficiated to them during Mr. Becketfs Sicknefs, as 
much as was confident with his proper Care of the 
Church of Dover ^ to fucceed Mr. Beckett in the 
Church of Lewes ;^ and Mr. UJher himfelf requefl:- 
ing it likewife, they have removed Mr. UJher to 
the Church of Lewes ^ and appointed the Reverend 
Mr. Morrisy lately employed by them in New 
England^ at his own Requeft, to fucceed Mr. UJher 
at Wejichejier. 

North Carolina. 

By the Letters from this Country it appears, 
that the Reverend Mr. Garzia, and the Reverend 
Mr. M?/V, the Society's Itinerant Miflionaries in 
this Country, continue their painful Labours with 
great Diligence in this Province 5 the former ha- 
ving baptized 433 Children, and 37 white Adults, 
22 of whom had been bred in Quakerifin, and 9 
Negroes, from the 9th of January 1742, to the 
I cm of September 1743, and adminiftred the 
Lord's Supper to 160 Perfonsj while the latter 
hath done the fame good Offices to many others, 
having received into the Church by Baptifm no lefs 
than 562 White and 4 Negroe Children, befides 
6 white Ad V Its, and i Adult Negroe. He judg- 
ed, that at leaft i op of thefe Children were be- 
tween 6 and 1 2 Yeifs of Age j and he hath ad- 
mitted to the holy Conrniunion about 120 Perfons, 

from 
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from the 29th of September 1742, to the 29th of 
September 1743. Both thefe Gentlemen com^^ln^ 
and not witnout Reafon, of feverai Difficulties and 
Difcouragements they daily meet with in the Dis- 
charge of their Fundions ; fometimes thro* the 
Hazard and Fatigue of their Travels, at other times 
thro' the Malice and Perverfenefs of thofe with 
whom they have to do 5 but they truft that God 
in his own good time will turn the Hearts of thofe 
difobedient Chi J Jr en to the Wifdom of the Juft.

Our worthy Benefaftors were informed . in the 
Abftradt of the laft Year, of the Reverend Mr. 
Commiflary Garden's purchafing, at the Expence 
of the Society, two promifing Ncgroe Youths, to 
be put to School, and to be qualified under his 
Care and Inftrudtion for the Edification of their 
Fellow Negroe Slaves ; and that Mr. Garden ho- 
ped in about twelve Months to give the Society an 
Account of a confiderable Number of young Ne- 
groe Children under their Tuitioiy, regulated by 
his Diredion and Inipecjion. Thefe Hopes, thro* 
the Blefling of God, are fulfilled ; for the Society 
hath the great Pleafure to be informed by a Letter 
from Mr* Garden^ dated Charles-Town South Ca^ 
rolinay O^ober, jo. 1743. That affifted by the vo-^ 
luntary Contributions of fome good ChriiHans of 
that Place, he had built a School-houfe, and the 
School was actually opened oi> Monday the 12th 
Day of September preceding, when feverai Ncgroe 
Children were fent thither for Inftrudtion. The

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Number was^ at the pate of his Letter, aboiit 30^ 
ap4 was daily mcreafing, infomuch that he ey^ 
pe^d foon more Children than one Mailer ppuI4 
well manage; and therefore propofes to eim>ic^ 
both the Negroe Youths in this Schoc^, till too^te 
other Pariih ih^ provide proper Accommodations 
for another SohooL Mr. Garden computes, t)ut 
after the firft two Years this School wUl annually 
ftnd out 30 or 40 Children capable tq read thie 
Scriptures, and inftruded in the chief Principles of 
Chriftianity, which will amount, in the Space pf 
20 Years, to the Nuinber of nigh half the Negroes 
of this Parifh. And thus the Society hath opened 
a Door, (and it is to be hoped, thro' the dirjnc 
Ooodnefs, an effe^al one) by which the Li^t 
of the blefied Gofpel will fpeedily and abundantly 
pour in among the poor Negroes of Carolina^ v^ 
tfa^t without me leaft further Charge to the Society 
for ibnie Years, (that of a few Books only e^pcept- 
ed) . which the Society is moft ready to fl)Jiu(h, 
and hath ordered a large Quantity of Bibles, Tc- 
fiaments, Conunon Prayer, and Spelling Sk^oks^ 
to be fent them forthwith. 

Thp Reverend Mr. Qrr, the Society's Miflipnft- 
ly at St. Ptfi^Ts Parifli in this Province, informs 
loe Society by a Letter, dated March 30. 1 743. 
of a fimii Tribe of Indians^ called Cufioes^ wtthin 
hjg Pariih, in Number about 65, tho* formerly 
aboixt 1 000, who have the Notion of a God that 
made them, but a{^)ear little, if at all conoerned 
to jferte him j but, as Opportunity offers, he will 
ofe his hearty Endeavours to teach them better^ 
and that it is their Duty not only to acknowledge^ 

but 
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bttt to worfhip God in Spirit and in Truth, accord^ 
teg to the Ptirity of iht Golpel, which he doth 
hk trttiioft to promote wiAin the Bounds of hii 
Rteflion, and nam incrtAfcd die Number of hii 
CotttthunJcattts frorti 8 to 34; and he was then 
prep to inte ti fober fenfiMe Negroe Wontan for Bap^ 
tifin, who was defirous of having her Child mafcte 
a Chiiftian with hcrj and he hopes to do the like 
good Office for fome more of dicm withb the 
Bounds of his Parifli. 

Tht Reverend Mr. Fordyce^ the Society's Mif- 
fionary at Prince Frederidi^ Pari(h in South Caro- 
lina^ informs them by a Letter dated OBober 24. 
1743. That the Members of his Church, in the 
Neighbctorhood of it, and fottxe even to the D5- 
tfcmce of. 18 or 20 Mjles, frequent Divine Scr-i 
vice vnth great Regularity, Unanimity, and Dfer- 
ccncy . He was "but juft then rehimed from a long 
and fatiguing Joumejr, in irifiting Ae diftaiit 8et-r 
tkxincnts of <his Parah <m Pe^e River at fltt 
ijreat Cbarraws, abottt 140 Mijes from Prince 
Tredericl^t Town 5 and in that Jptrrncy he offida* 
led and preached at four diflferait Places, and bap- 
tised 29 Children of his own pJuifli, and rptnot* 
who were brought to him from the adjacent Parts 
od^artb Carolina by their Parents and Friendsj, 
'^ho moft ^fcidly embraced the Opportunity.

The Reverend Mr. /fo^^^, fent in the laft Year 
the Society's Miffionary^ to thefe Illands, by Letter 
dated the loth of March 1742, acquaints the So- 
ciety with his fefe Arrival at New Providence, and 
of his Entrance on his Minifterial Fundtion diere. 
The Governor Mr. linker, from the Death of 
their worthy Miffionary Mr. Smith, had been lb 
good as to make his Secretary read Prayers and a 
Sermon publickly every Lord's Day in the Town- 
Houie^ there being no Church in the Place. Up- 
on the Arrival, of Mr. Hodges, which was very ac-r 
ceptable, a Subfcription was begun to build one ; 
But the Society ham fince with Concern been in- 
formed^ that Mr. Hodges foon after ficken^d of a 
Fever, and died there. 



N. B. The Society defires their Friends in 
rica. to be ib juft. to them, when any Perfbn a-

of the Names of the Miffionaries of this Society 
publifhed annually with the Abftraft of the Year's 
Proceedings ; and they are fully perfuaded it will 
generally appear, that thofe unworthy Men are 
liich wnom their own bad Condud: and defperate 
Fortunes have carried thither without the Know- 
ledge of the Society ; and if at any time it fhould 
happen that any fuch fhould have been fent thither 
by tnis Society, they intreat their Well-wi{hers, \ti 
the facred Name of Chrift, to inform them, and 
they will put away from them the wicked Per/on. 
This is thus publickly notified, becaufe fomc fuch 
are laid to be at this time in America^ and to take 
upon them to be Miflionaries from this Society, 
which they never applied to, as well knowing their 
bad Morals would have made them to have beea 
rejected witib Difdain. . 

At length the Society hath the long-wifhed-for 
Satisfaction to acquaint the Publick,. that they have 
a&ually begun to fettle the College in Barbadoes^ 
by the Appointment of the Reverend I'homas Ro^ 
tberam^ A. M. of ^een's College in the Univer- 
fity of Oxford^ to be the School-mafler 5 and of 
die Reverend Mr. Jofeph Bewjher^ A. B. to be 
the Ufher and Catechift in the faid College, to 
teach gratis twenty Children, the Sons of fuch 
Perfbns^ as fhall be judged not to be in fufHcient 
Clrcomilances to bring them up in learning the 

H learned 
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learned Languages ; and the faid Children are to 
be maintained in Diet, Wafhing and Lodging, at 
the Expence of the Society, which find it abfolute- 
ly neceflary to opn the College thus, that in timo 
there may be Scholars therein properly qualified to 
receive the Inflxuftions of the ProfeiTors hereafter 
to be chofen, who are to teach the Scholars Divi- 
nity, Phyfick, and Ghirurgery, that they may be- 
come good and ufeful Miflionaries, and be of fer- 
vice both to the Bodies and Souls of Men, purfu- 
ant to the Diredions of General Codrington^ the 
worthy Founder's Will. And Mr. Rotberam and 
Mr. Bewjher are now actually preparing for their 
Voyage to Barbadoes.
